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ly ina paire of Stocks, made of found Reafon, hand- 
fomely fitted for the legges of their Underftanding. 

If Salus Populi began, furely it was not that Salus 
Populi Veft in England : that Salus Populi was as man- 
nerly a Salus Populi as need bee: if I be not much de- 
ceived, that Salus Populi {uffer’d its nofe to be held to 
the Grind ftone, till it was almoft ground to the grifles; 
and yet grew never the fharper for ought I could di- 
fcerne; What was, beforethe world was made, I 
leave to better Antiquaties then my felfe , but I think, 
fince the world began, it was never ftoryed that 5a- 
lus Populi began with Maje/tes Imperit, unlefle Ma- 
jeftas Imperii firtt unharbour’d it, and hunted it toa 
ftand, and then ic muft either turne head and live, or 
tumntaileand dye: but more have been ftoryed on the 
other hand than Maje/tas Imperii is willing to heare: 
Ldoubt not but Majeftas Imperii knows, that Com- 
mon-wealths coft as much the making as Crownées ;

Imperit, was ever 
fo fimple as tothink, thatif it extends it felf beyond 
its due Artique at one end, but Salus Populi muft An- 
tartique itas farre atthe other end, or elfe the world 
willbe Excentrick, and then tt will whirles .and if ie 
once falla whirling, tento one, ic will whirlethem 
off firft, that fit in higheft Chaires on cuthions fill’d 
with Peacocks feathers; and they are like te ftand 
their ground fafteft, that own not one foot of ground 
to ftand upon. When Kings rife higher than they 
fhould, they exhale Subdje&s higher than they would:
